Claim Objections 

2. Claims 2, 5, and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Claim 2 line 2 recites " a truck-type undercarriage" is indefinite. The examiner 
is unclear what the word "truck-type" comprising of. 

b. Claim 5 line 2 recites " other type of cushion" is indefinite. The examiner is 
unclear what the words "other type of cushion " comprising of. 

c. Claim 5 lines 2-3 the words "an hydraulic cushion" should be changed to - a 
hydraulic cushion --. 

d. Claim 12 line 1 , the recitation "a front subassembly" should be changed to - 
said front subassembly - because the "front subassembly" has already been positively 
recited in claim 1 . 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether 
the limitation following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weir 
(USPN. 4,262,923). 

Weir discloses all of the structural as claimed, the system for the transportation of 
construction machines comprising: 

a. a front subassembly used for coupling to a tractor vehicle; 

b. a rear subassembly, characterized by the construction machine itself 
joined together into a single transportation unit with the front subassembly and the 
rear subassembly; 
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c. the assembly includes a truck undercarriage with one or more axles; and 

d. the front subassembly includes a semi-trailer coupler of a trailer. 

Note: The functional recitation using the word "for" (e.g. "for the transportation of 
construction machines" as recited in claim 1) have been given little patentable weight 
because they fail to add any structural limitations and are thereby regarded as intended 
use language. 

With regard to claims 2-3, 6-12, and 16-17 Weir discloses all of the claimed 
limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-5, 13-15, and 18-20 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Weir in view of Evans (USPN. 6,663,131 B2). 
Weir is disclosed above but lacks the teaching of a means to raise and lower 
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the subassembly so that the unit may be couple and/or lock with another unit. 

Evans discloses a dolly for towing disabled trailers wherein the dolly's 
subassembly can be raised and lower so that the unit may be couple and/or lock with 
another unit. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the dolly of Weir as taught by Evans to include a 
means to raise/lower the subassembly. Such a modification would provide the 
subassembly with a means to be raised/lower, thus, facilitates coupling and/or lock with 
another unit.
